went v ith him and hi* posse, and made two ar 
rests o ' our fellow towmmen, G. W. Dietzlen 
and G. W. Smith.

Afte • dinner the two prisoner* were conveyed 


out of own.and Sheriff Jones inude his appear- 
ance v> ith a party of eighteen armed men ; did 
ootatt nipt to uiufce any nrrest, but in an insul 
ted um iner disinanJud the arm* both private 
and public, aud said that he would give them 
five mi mtes to acceda to the demand. If they 
refuse! to comply he w mild storm the town.
